USE HORSE MEAT FOR FOOD 


Vienna Poor Unable to Buy Beef, Mut- 


ton and Pork 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—United 
States Consul General Kurst at Vienna 
has just sent to the state department 
a report of the utilization of horse 
meat for food at he Austrian capital 
He says: ' 


"The 'comparatively high prices ob 


talnlng In Vienna for beef, mutton 
and pork put these meats beyond the 
reach of the poorer classes, who are 
most taxed- by hanTlabor and are ob 
vlously In need of strength giving food 
Nearly half a century; ago, the ex- 
perimenV of putting horse meat on 
the market was made for the first 
time. The price of horse-meat ranges 
per pound of fore-quarter, from 5 to 
8 cents; hind quarter from 6 to S 
cents; choice cuts for steak ' and 
roast from C to 11 cents; 
The same 


cuts In beef average from 20 to 24 
cents per pound.

GREEN TOBACCO 


PUT IN THE SHEDS 


Farmers Fearing Frost, Cut Their 


Tobacco Plants Before They 


• • ... 
r . . . Are' Ripe. 
. 


The growers of late tobacco' _._ 
finding hope in the hot and dry weath- 
er and if-severe cold holds off for 
two weeks, longer, the late "tobac- 
co,- the planting of whlcn was a ven- 
ture Which caused much comment, 
will ripen and be a splendid success. 
The recent frosts did • not do much 
damage except in sections where the 
ground IB low. 
Some of the growers 


suffered quite a'scare from the frost, 
however, and several fields of unripe 
tobacco have been cut and put into 
the sheds. 
This seems'a foolish pro- 


ceeding for It Is asserted that some 
of the latest leaf which had not even 
headed out has been cut. What grow- 
ers expect to do with It Is a mystery 
to tobacco men for It will be Impos- 
sible to cure It. 
Even that • which
